ABSTRACT 

A fuel tank with an opening, on which a lid is mounted in a removable manner by 
means of thread or bayonet, is intended to provide a sustained and sealed closure under all 
conditions. For this purpose, two sealing rings are arranged between the sealing surfaces, the 
inner one being liquid-tight and the outer one being made of an elastomer with high 
permeation resistance. The sealing surfaces within the outer sealing ring have a narrow gap 
leading as far as the outer sealing ring, and the fuel tank has a reinforcement surrounding the 
opening. 
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
